A Proclamation

WHEREAS,  members of emergency medical services teams, whether career or 

volunteer, engage in thousands of hours of specialized training and 

continuing education to enhance their lifesaving skills; and 

 

WHEREAS,  members of emergency medical services teams put their lives on the 

line each day in service to their community.
